7 as to an event of outstanding importance 
in both Canadian and American history, has been 


erected on the wall of the Chateau Frontenac in 
Quetee. 
Although many thousands of American tourists 


regularly invade the ancient city and throng the cor- 
ridors of the great hostelry, it is not often realized 
that their ancestors once attempted to gain admit- 
tance to the city with less success. Early in the 
War of Independence two forces of American soldiers 
were despatched against Canada, one under General 
Richard Montgomery up the Richelieu against Mont- 
real, and the other under Colonel Benedict Arnold 
through the wilds of Maine against Quebec. The two 
armies united, their resources before the city of 
Quebec in mid-December, 1775, and commenced: a 
siege that lasted for 154 days throughout the ensu- 
ing winter. Montgomery had carried all before him 
and captured the forts of St. Johns and Chambly, and 
occupied Montreal and Three Rivers, so Quebec. re- 
mained the last stronghold of importance held by the 
British. Arnold had encountered great difficulty in 
his march, and his expedition was depleted by about 
a third of its members. 18 ik 


Carleton who had a gerrison of about 1,500, about 
equal to the strength of the attackers, composed of a 
few regulars, including the Seventh Royal Fusiliers, 
the Royal Emigrants, a Corps of Seamen, and British 
and French-Canadian Militia. 

Early in the morning of December 31, 1775, the 
chief assault was delivered by the American troops, 
bravely led by the commanders in person, Mont- 
gomery being killed at Pres-de-Ville, and Arnold 
wounded at Sault-au-Matelot at the other side of 
the town. The attack was unsuccessful, many pris- 
oners were captured by the defenders, and the siege 


thereafter became little more than a blockade until 


relief arrived from Great Britain in May, 1776. 

The tablet in commemoration of the part taken by 
the Royal Fusiliers in the defence of the town 
“throughout the rigors of a Canadian winter, against 
an active and enterprising enemy” was unveiled in 
Quebee on Dominion Day, July 1, in the presence of 
the Governor-General. A detachment of the Canadian 
Fusiliers of London, Ontario, with two officers from 
the parent unit in England, represented the Second 
Royal Fusiliers. The arrangements were made by 
General Charles F; Winter, secretary of the Dominion 
of-Canada Rifle Association, and: formerly a member 
of the Royal Fusiliers.

CROWS TO FLY NORTH 
INSTEAD OF SOUTH 
PROFESSOR BELIEVES, 


Weather conditions have nothing to 
do with the migration of birds in the 
winter and summertime, despite 
popular belief to that effect, aéoavl>| 
ing to Dr. William Rowan, professor 
of zoo:ogy at the University of Al- 
berta and who has beon making a de- 
tailed study of the mechanism of mi- 
gration. 

In an effort to prove that the wea-: 
ther does not effect the birds, Dr. 
Rowan will release 100 crows next 
winter when the thermometer is aj; 
good deal below normal temperatures, 
and the birds, instead of going south 
as they usually do, It is expected will 
go north. 

The crows will get special treat- 
ment given by Dr. Rowan which con- 
sists cf nothing more than application 
of artificlal sunlight which keeps the! 
birds active for long hours. Birds go 
to roost when the sun sets but under 
Dr. Rowan’s artificial sunlight they 
stay active for longer periods each 
day despite frigid temperatures. 

‘In the winter time certain organs

gans, in the big cages kept by Dr. 
Rowan are as large as they are in the 
summertime, Birds which otherwise 
would perish {in the extreme cold of 
winter here, stay alive in the special 
cages where there is artificial sun- 
Hight. 

Dr. Rowan's experiments may have 
far reaching effects and he admit- 
ted Friday that they may be of great 
value to medical science. He has 
studied the effect of sunlight on the 
birds and his theory is that it is the 
amotint of sunlight, which governs 
their migrations, It will still be neces- 
sary to find the result of sunlight on 
humans-~ 

The crows -which Dr. Rowan will 
release will be banded and in the 
winter time a crow can easily be seen 
against the snow. 

Radio and newspaper publicity will 
be brought into play to inform farm- 
ers that the crows are released and 
they are requested to shoot them. 
Wild crows always migrate to the 
south in the winter time and the sight 
of a crow in the winter season will no 
doubt attract the farmer. 


In previous years Dr. Rowan has 
been using Junkos, a type of migrat- 
ing sparrow which goes to the South- 
ern States in the winter. These, how- 
ever, are hard to -see and generally 
are not a prey to the farmer’s gun. 

Canaries have been kept alive all 
winter in the outdoor cage with the 
thermometer 30 below zero. They get 
lots of artificial sunlight and are 
more active, 

The size of these organs seem to 
govern migration. In the spring when 
the birds are migrating north the or- 


gans are’ just starting to enlarge and|’ 


in the fall they are getting smaller. 
In the summer when days are longest 
the organs are largest. :

MUSKRAT FARMING 
IS GROWING FAST 


The growing popularity of muskrat 
farming in Alberta is being evidenced 
by the flood of applications, for water 
rights being received by the Dominion 
Irrigation branch, which would indi- 
cate that this comparatively new in- 
dustry is proving profitable, although 
not quite out of the experimental 
stage.
